Using a clean soft cloth, wipe the mogo- 
zirw tube to rennove the preservotive oil. 
NOTE- Do not oil this tube except for 
long term storage! 

Use a good quolity cleaning rod with 
a doth patch to remove all traces of 
preservotive oil from the bore.
